Many years later the 
Jews, weakened by internal strife, 
were overcome by Nebuchadnezzar of 
Babylon, who took many of the Jews 
with him to his country. Some fifty 
years later, Habylon was captured by 
the rersians, and Cyrus of Persia al- 
lowed the Jews to return to their own 
land.

Monetary Situation 

.\ pessimistic note was .sounded at 
the monthly meeting of tlie rollllcMl 
ICconomy Club last night wlioii Ho- 
liert IMoard intimated llml the riitiiio 
uold .supplies of "'o World wciiild In- 
Inadequate to support a stable price 
level. Ccorgo Challies, tho second 
siieakcr, reassured tho gathering by 
l>rcsentlng a number of remedies 
which lie (.'on-sldcrod would overcome 
the impending dlfCictiltlcs, temporari- 
ly at least. Doctors Dcacock, llam- 
nicon and Day and Professor Cuili- 
ton.wero present at tho nieoting which 
assembled lo hear papers given qji 
tho "Internatlon.il Gold Situation and 
Its .Significance." 

Itobert Picard presented what lie 
considered wero tho two outstanding 
problems affecting world finance to 
day. namely, aji Impending shortase 
In gold production, and tho maldlstrl 
bulion of tlio existing go1|jl rcservos of 
the world. Before examining the 
problems in detail ho assumed that 
tho world would continue on the gold 
standard and tliat tho present re 
quired legal inlnimtim of goir to bank 
notes a.iKl sight liabilities would re 
main tlio -fiame. llo also took for 
granted that the Quantity Theory of 
Money ' held pood and that unstable 
prices wero deemed undesirable. 
Amount of Gold Required 
Tho first speaker went on to point 
out that both Professor Casstl and 
Mr. Joseph Ivitchin believed that an 
annual Increase of three per cent to 
tho world's supply of gold was no 
ccasary to ensure st.ablo prices, this 
being tho average expansion per an 
num of trade and production In gen 
oral. Picard then continued to show 
that e.stliiiatod gold production for the

Savage and Cliurlcwood De- 
liver Papers on Bridge and 
Drying Machinery 

Following Us custom of oHCOurag- 
Ing iMcGill students, tho Engineering 
Institute of Canada was last night 
host to two student speakers. These 
were Paltiier .Savage and C.B. Charlo- 
wood, the former dealing with "Tho 
Tî.ipidc Blani: Bridge" and the latter 
with "Ste.iin Control and Dislribulion 
In Paper Miichlne Dryers". Tho Chair- 
man, Harry "VV. Lea introduced tiie 
speakers and expressed tlio pleasure 
of tho Institute at beint; able to af 
ford e.sperlonco and advico to young 
engineers. 

Tho design and construction of tho 
rtapldo Blanc Bridge were then shown 
by Palmer Savage. Tho bridge was 
built for tho Shawinlgan Engineering 
Company in connection wiht tholr 
power development on the Upper St 
.Maurice Hiver. This was necessary to 
connect the dam site on one sido of 
tho river Willi the railway ten miles 
away on the other. J3ue to the pe 
cullar ruggedness of the country, the 
swiftness of the river' and other fac 
tors it was no stereotyped Job. 
Deteriba Bridge 
Kb falsework for construotioii could 
not bo used the bridge was erected by 
eanlileverlng from the west bank 
The plans were drawn up and execut- 
ed by the Dominion Bridge Company 
and' tho result was more for utility 
and economy than structural beauty. 
It consisted of a Pratt truss, modified 
to permit oC cantilever erection, and 
a pony truss. The anchor arm span 
was 78 feet, thç cantilever span |s 280 
feet and the pony truss was 7S feel 
long. The speaker then went on 
describe the various merabera-ln- 
tall, distribution of loads, and 
stresses and strains entailed in the 
erection and operation of tho bridge,

Douglas, Professor of Astro 
physics in a lecture before the Wo 
men's Alliance of tiio Church of tho 
Messiah ill Chnnnlug Hall on Wcdncs 
day afternoon. The Icelurc was illus 
triiteil with lantern .slides. 

The ancients know something about 
the seven .largo lieavonly bodies, bu 
they bclicvcU that the earth was the 
ccntro of tho Universe. About 1500. 
Copernicus, _a I'ollsU monk, cnmc to 
the cuiiclusiuii tliiit tho sun was the 
i-ciitrn (if tlio 'sy.steiii of planets, and 
tho iiifliionco of Ills discovery was 
far-rcaehliig. Coniliig down to later 
limes. Sir James Joans, tho lecturer 
said, liad dQiie moro llian anyone 
else lo solve llio mystery of the 
planets, with his theory of a near 
approach to tho sun by another star, 
resulting in attracting away from it 
iin Immoiiso mass of g.ise.s In :i tidal 
effect wlilcli later eoiidcii.sed into 
utlier planets. 

New discoveries about tlio universe 
aro being made as timo goes on, the 
speaker noted, recalling that last 
spring, at Flagstaff Observatory In 
Arizona, a new planet bad been dis- 
covered .'iiid named Pl.ito. T.ir. Douglas 
menlloned among other fanions 
names. Sir Isaac Newton, Calileo. 
John Crouch Adams, of Cambridge. 
Loverrier, Sir A.S. Kddingtqn, A.A. 
Michaelson of tho University of 
Chicago, and Binsteln. 

Pletiires of some of the great teles- 
copes in tlio world wero shown, the 
second largest of llio mirror type be- 
ing in the observatory at Victorlo,

Columbia Scientist Advances 
Remedy For Difficulties 

CALLS IT "SQUIRM" 

Prof. Montague Delves Into 
Problem of Ultimate 
Physical Entities 

Yesterday, Professor W. P. Jlon- 
taguc of Columbia University, De 
partmcnt of Philosophy, claimed to 
an audience composed largely of Mc 
Gill savants that ho had discovered 
an Interesting theory of the "Quan 
turn'.', ' whicli lié christened the 
"Squirm". 

He said, witii alt due modesty, that 
his development Is a quack remedy 
for certain difficultleB which tho var 
ious theories on the subject have 
fallen Into, Professor Montague has 
discarded the wave theorj-, tho cor 
pusculatory and the sweepstake theo- 
ries, and has enlarged upon a theory 
of ultimate physical entitles, '«■hich 
lie terms "Squirms". This name la to 
denote their twisting movements as 
they whistle through space. 

Oeicribas Theory With Parable 
Professor Montagu© developed the 
first part of his lecture by means of 
a humorous story, depicting aa a par 
able, the games played by the "H' 
family. Those games proved to be 
a close symbolic process of reason 
ing for Ills own particular interpréta 
lion of tho "Quantum." In his theory 
he went beyond merely suggesting 
tlio nature of tho "Squirm"; which 
"Squirm", ho stated, is of conical 
.shape: he also described liow new 
ones o6me Into being. They aro pro 
duced by a process known as "niib- 
bing". which is Iho impact of one on 
another, this producing the new 
"Squirm".

Every Imniigrant brought into 
Canada under tho policy of tho late 
Liberal government drives a good 
Canadian out of Canad.a into the 
States," declared J. F. Clark in sup- 
port of tho motion "P.csolved tli.Tt 
tho Immigration policy of tho late 
Lll)eral government w.ns detrimental 
to Canada." Tho debato took place 
yesterday at the meeting of the Com- 
merce '32 Society, H. Crabtrco spoko 
on the negative and was defeated by 
.a general vote of tho members. 

Clark first defined the said policy 
as one to aid tho farming of Canada 
by bringlns Britl.'li and foreign set- 
tlors out ;i.t a. cheap rate from Eng- 
land and tho Continent. Scandinav- 
ians, he 8.aid, were tho best type for 
Canada coming from a climate sircl- 
lap to our own but theso wero tho 
least In number to bo brought in. 
The speaker argued that immigration 
of this poor typ« was unnecessary, 
since exploitation of tho natural re- 
sources Is Impossible without ca.pital. 
and the Liberals have done nothing 
to attract it to Canad.i. By bringing 
in this type of peoplo chiefly from 
Ccntr.al Europe, not only was the 
standard of living lowered, he st.ated, 
but the better citizens were being 
driven to the States to the tune of 
2;o,000 people over the four year per- 
iod of office. Thus Canada was be- 
coming a training ground for U.S. 
citizens, and Oresham's law applies in

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Suicide Agaiu 

THERE was u man in Idaho or ArkAnsas 
or Nevada or -somewhere who com 
mittcd suicide recently because of "lack of 
interest," He is reported to have been the 
possessor of several millions of dollars 
worth of property ; he was the proud father 
of a large family, and he had made a name 
for him.sclf in the world of business. But 
notwithstanding all these felicities he de 
cided that he was not interested and took 
.steps to provide himself with amusement 

It i.s hard at all times for a normal 
person to appreciate the state of mind in 
which the suicide iinds himself, and that 
anyone can l>e reduced to that state merely 
throuj^h lack of interest in his surround 
ings is well-nigh inconceivable. The only 
explanation possible to the youthful mind 
is that of insanity. 

We notice from our exchanges that 
.apathy rears its head in every college in 
the country at least once a year. Our- own 
proposed League of Nations Assembly went 
to the wall for no good reason other than 
that the members of the group concerned 
, could not l)e persuaded to put in an appear- 
ance at the time designated for meetings; 
and although they were individually sym- 
l)athetic, lliey api)arently had other things 
to do when the life or death of the proposal 
was being decided. 

If one man could kill himself for lack 
;of interest, it is not inconceivable- that the 
recent suicide wave among students may 
have been another outbreak of the same 
malady, this time among less literate per- 
sons, who could leave no record behind 
; fÇçmV^riîey merely felt extreme ennui and 
quietly, put an end to it without annoying 
^the neighbors and without offending the 
heirs and assigns by forcing them to clean 
up a mess afterwards. 

, If this were anything çiore than a 
fantastic supposition we should expect a 
Severe and prolonged epidemic at McGill. 

Criticism 

^NE of the main features of the Daily, 
V we are told, is to act as the medium of 
student opinion. On looking through past 
issues, however, we see very little to war- 
rant this statement unless the editorial 
column i.s to be taken as the final and com- 
plete statement of all undergraduate ideas 
on all undergraduate matters. The corres- 
pondence column, a depai-tment maintained 
especially for communications of a critical 
and expository nature, is largely neglected. 

At the beginning of the term ther^ 
wa.s con.siderable activity among those who 
write letter.s to the Daily ; but most of these 
M'ere interpretations and objections direct- 
ed at statements In other columns and were 
not in the true sense, opinion. About the 
campus there must be many little things 
which attract favorable or unfavorable 
attention, yet it takes a heated argument 
on a topic of importance tq elicit letters 
from tlie student body. Thus "student 
opinion" on day-to^ay' eyents ia never 
known because it is never expressed. 

It is curioiis, tor example, to imaigine 
a freshman walking into the Principal's 
office to lodge a respectful complaint. Be- 
f^ he comes to collegé he knows that it 
just isn't done; and before he has been 
here long he should learn that the correct 
place to air a grievance is iii the corres- 
pondence column of the Daily. 
. - • With this opportunity provided there 
is; ho reason why the situation' should have 
arisen which is described by the professor 
who said that students today, are far less 
inclined to criticise the staflf than they have 
been in previous years.

Earth Qrows Drier 
Warmer, Lausanne 
Professor Reports

Tiic professor, who Is chnirmaii of 
the RclenUrlu comniitteo which has 
recorded the advance and retreat of 
glaciers since 1S81, bases his opinion 
on tho fiii't tlmt filaclcrs ot the 
Swiss Alps Iwive 1)0011 retreating for 
a number of years. 

Whether or not this cuiidiUon of 
earth temperature may be confined 
to the Alps, or may liavo some con- 
nection with tho 'recent drouth on the 
other side, of Uio Atlantic cannot be 
determined so quickly, weather au- 
thorities 'say.

.Superseding old nictliods of hand 
adjustment aro modern automatic sys- 
tems which arc all inoro relialile. 
Some depend o nicvcr actions on tlic 
surface of flic paper, some on a con- 
trolled main throttle and tho most 
widely used In North America, the 
Witham 'system. This consists of an 
entirely thermostatic apparatus which 
will Jteep the temperature W'itiiln a 
variation of one half of one percent. 
Many Maehin** Used 
lie enumerated the"dlffei«iit paper 
producers, chief among them being the 
old but efficient "Broughton", and 
the more modern "Barrow". The lat- 
ter machine as used In the Laurentldc 
plant of the Canada Power and Paper 
CoriKtration held the world's tonnage 
and speed records. In these the ciilef 
problems were removal of the con- 
densate, and waste, gases from the 
dryers. Heat waste is also an im- 
portant factor in paper production. 

With tho aid o£ slides the work- 
ing ]>Uins ot these machines were 
made plain to the greater underst.ind- 
ing of the subject tis also "^•aa 'i'alm.er 
Savage's paiier ."Tllusllriltcti; ' ydrlous; 
niem'bers of the Institute'- commented 
on the excellence ot the papers and 
e.Npressed their satisfaction.

Tan! :\li)ii- 
roe, direelnr of the liiternallonal In- 
stitute of Teachers' college, in his an- 
nual report to Heaii William K Uuh- 
Mcl. The college's influence in llie 
new ei:llural revival of the F.ir lÀisl, 
vs|)cc!ally in China, has long been ro- 
the Knglish, tho people oC Iraq in 
i.'ognUi d. 

rrof. Monroe points out that under 
.Mesopotamia liavc develo|ied a public 
.school systuin. The .sccondai-y school 
systcn> has been modeled after tha. 
Ijnglish. which, says Dr. .'Monroe, "In 
lhoroushnes.s Is probably ahead of 
what would be done under American 
tutelage." Hut practically all the* .stu- 
dents in the school ot Iraq have but 
one ambition: to, get a sovcrninent 
position. 

Tho problem which Ilea ahead ot 
tho IrnquI, says Director Monroe, is 
to develop a school system which will 
adapt itself to the industrial, agricul- 
tural and other needs of the coun- 
try; and, to the accomidlshnient of 
tills task the International Institute 
ot Teachers' college contributes: tho 
l:ispector of tho • liasra dlslrlct, one 
of the Largest districts ot the coun- 
try; the principal and vlce-prlnclpal 
ot tho Girld" Training school; tho prin- 
cipal of the- Normal Training School 
for Klenientary Teachers; tho leading 
teaelier in the Higher .N'onnal school 
and tho Secretary to tho King.
